C ANADIAN WHEAT GROWERS WILL 

be .Me to extract some consolation, from the 
prediction that western Europe will liave to import 
more grain this year than it did last year. Special 
reports reaching The Business Week place the total 
that will be required to malte up domestic shortages at 
between 190,000,000 and 200,000,000 bushels; 

Representatives of The Business Week in the key 
countries have discovered definite and striking changes 
in comparison with conditions at this time last year. 
Italy and France combined show a decrease of 
5,000.000 tons compared with 1929’s bumper yield 
in both countries. The Balkan States and Poland, 
however, are expected to yield at least 1.700,000 tons 
more than last year, while Russia is credited with an 
increase of 2,600,000 tons. Germany, on the other 
hand, has lost considerably in the recent bad weather 
and will toot do any better than last year. 

From the statistical point of view eastern European 
and Russian gains will offset the losses in western 
Europe: but lack of storage facilities and adequate 
qrtdit organization to finance the crop to important 
markets, we are told, will result in a good deal of 
wheat being used for foddering hogs and cattle. The 
Business Week then explains the situation as it sees 
it as follows: 

, * Whatever the final European totals. It la already 
clear that focal points for Imports will be Italy and 
Prance. Italian consumption runs to 0,000,000 tons 
annually. Present crop estimates forecast 6.000.000 
tons, compared with 7,500,000 torn last year. With 
the carryover exhausted (imports of 1.000.000 tons 
already have been required to cover May-July con¬ 
sumption). normal Imports for the next crop year 
of 3.000,000 tons are likely to be supplemented by 
600.000 tons if a normal carryover Is to be re¬ 
established. 

Annual consumption In Prance normally exceeds 
6.500.000 tons. Crop expectations this year fall to 
' exoeed 6.000.000. compared with 0.500,000 last year 
(preliminary official estimate In 1039 was 8,700,000 
but was unquestionably too low). Present carryover 
* Is estimated conservatively at 1.500.000 tons. Prom 
these estimates, it would seem that, whereas Prance 
exported about 600.000 tons of wheat In the current 
crop year. Import requirements this year will run to 
•t least 1 . 000,000 tons plus 600.000 tons for a normal 
carryover. * 

I he conclusion to be drawn from the above, 
therefore, is that Europe, no matter where it buys, will 
have to import from this continent more heavily than 
it did last year. *

G REAT BRITAIN OWNS 29.9 PER CENT 

of the world's shipping tonnage, writes Harrison 
Watson. Canadian Trade Commissioner in London, 
in the forthcoming issue of the Commercial Intelligence 
Jqurnal. Out of a total world tonnage of 69.607,- 
644 tons Great Britain owns 20,438,444 tons, and 
the United States has over 13.000,000 tons or 15.7 
per cent of the world's total. In 1898 Great Britain 
owned 54 per cent of the world tonnage and the 
United States percentage was 3.8. The United 
Kingdom has strengthened her position to some extent, 
ms compared with other countries, during the last five 
years. An important factor in considering the re¬ 
lative importance of merchant fleets is the question of 
their efficiency, from the point of view pf the age of 
vessels. In this connection it is significant to note 
that in Great Britain 22.5 per cent of the tonnage 
owned is less than five years old, the corresponding 
figure in the case of the United States being 4.1 per 
cent. The United Kingdom also shows a slight im¬ 
provement in respect to the ownership of large ships, 
and of the big liners (15.000 tons and Upwards), no 
less than 53.6 per cent is British.

S ENATOR ROBERTSON. MINISTER OF 
Labor, say. the King government wai largely 
responsible for unemployment m Canada, but he will 
hot admit that it had anything IVtei-ikiulb the unex¬ 
ampled prosperity the country enjoyed for the eight 
years of the former government's administration up to 
last fall. During that period taxation was reduced 
and the debt decreased by *270,000.000. Evidently 
this, in the Senator's opinion, was only a coincidence, 
which ended immediately economic conditions became 
unfavorable. 

Blaming the former government for a few months 
of depression and denying any credit to it for years 
of prosperous conditions is not only unreasonable, but 
it is going to lead the government, of which the Senator 
is a member, into a hole.

Harbour Engineer Testifies to Long Life Service of Creosoted 
Dougina Fir Timbere 

In a letter written in 1928 by the tame Harbour Engineer, he aaya: 

'I an pleaaed to advise that creoiotcd Douglas fir piling have been 
'used under Harbour Department wharves and piers, founded in salt 
“water, at the port of Loi Angeles for a period of approximately 17 
“years, and are at thii writing in an excellent state of preservation.*, 

He further writes: 

“There are several instances where creosoted Douglas fir piling 
“have been used under private wharves in Los Angeles harbour for 
. “a period of 37 years.” 

The same Chief Engineer, in an address before the American Associa¬ 
tion of Port Authorities, and after having made a thorough personal 
investigation of port facilities throughout Europe and the United States, 
said the following: 

I , “For the ports situated in a timber country, such at the Pacific 
“Northwest, it is the writer’s opinion that the building of the creosoted 
“pile type of wjiarf structure and timber sbeds it more advisable. 
"SuA structures have a life of probably 30 years or more, which is 
“about the economical useful life of such a facility. On the other 
“hand, in that length of time, the concrete wharf, particularly the 
“shed, may become obsolete, since mechanical freight-handling equip- 
“ment for quick despatch ol cargoes is constantly changing and may 
“demand a new design of facility altogether. 

"The creosoted piles can always be replaced or changed at any time. 


POUT OF LONDON 

In the port of LONDON many important timber structures have 
given excellent service for many Tears With concrete structures, the 
same disintegration as noted on this continent is reported. After only 
12 years' service, reinforced concrete jetties in the Thames estuary showed 
“serious deterioration.” Other concrete jetties gave similar result* 

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT REPORTS 

Coming to this continent and to the harbour of B08T0Nwe find 
numerous piers constructed of timber, notably Commonwealth Piers No. 

1 and No. 5: In the latter, timber piling, decking, shed walls and roof 
are of timber. . . , „ . 

From late United States government reports we read the following 
regarding BOSTON harbour concrete structures: 

"Practically all concrete structures reported upon show deterioration 
"and most of them severe damage, and while in the light of present 
“knowledge of concrete construction, improvements in the quality of 
“concrete could undoubtedly be made, it seems very questionable 
“whether Portland cement concrete without mechanical |*otecUon, 
“such as granite facing, and a binding medium which will better 
“resist chemical attack, could be expected to give long life. 

Of other concrete structures along the coast of NEW ENGLAND, the 
same report reads: 

“The service records of concrete structures which could be obtained, 
“do not show that these structures have been very satisfactory in 
“these waters, and long life should not be expected unless the surface 
“is protected from mechanical and chemical attack.** 

NEW YORK Prefers Timber 

As to the world-famous NEW YORE harbour, this United States 
Government report states as follows: 

“There are comparative# few concrete and almost no metallic 
“structures in this harbour in proportion to the total number of 
“structures. There are a number of concrete structures at the Navy 
“Yard built at various times and by variohs methods, and many of 
“them have deteriorated seriously, both on account of chemical action 
“and the action of ice. TWte record of concrete structures is not such 
“as justifies the drawing of conclusions regarding them.” 

Of approximately 275 wharves in the BALTIMORE harbour, less 
than 1% are on concrete foundations. Due to Baltimore s expeReftCC 
with concrete, water and frost causing disinte|frat»on, all public work 
along Baltimore waterfront is being done with timber. 

Along the CAROLINA COAST 32 reinforced concrete Ughlhotise 
structures were built by the United States Government in 1912 nod 1913. 
Five years later, inspection reports indicated, where the water is salt, the 
cracks in the reinforced concrete piles are more serious and the reinforcing 
rods are exposed and rusted away in places. Pieces of concrete hsve 
cracked off in places. 

Creosoted Piling Replaces Concrete 

“Three of these lighthouse structures were destroyed about five 
“years after they were built and creosoted piles were used in preference 
“to reinforced concrete piles. The reasons for the change to creosoted

It has its uses of maximum benefit, just as nave timbor-and 
steeL We have the profonndest respect for the effective work o{ the 
propaganda bureaus ol the cement industry: in fact, we wish our timber 
industry were as soundly organized for advertising the merits of our 
own timber products. . , . _ , . „ __ 

The recent Canadian National pier fire here has affcrded an ertrellent 
opportunity for concrete propaganda. Immediately following Inks me 
a general cry was raised throughout the city that reconstruction of this 
dock and the building of all future waterfront structures should Undone 
with concrete. 

Investment Must Pay Interest 

The fire risk is only one of the more important features that mutt 
be taken* into consideration by owners of structures and. provided for 
by the owners and engineers or designers. The principal point to consider 
is what money must be spent to permit the facility in pay a return on the 
capital invested. That must be the main and deciding consideration. 

Fire Preventive Measures Essential in Coocrete as Veil as 
Timber Structures 

Regardless, then, of what materials of construction are used, fire 
prevention measures are as necessary in the case of concrete construction, 
as with timber, and no concrete dock is considered safe unless a sprinkler 
system is installed, the same as with timber construction. Likewise, fire 
walls are required in concrete piers as well as in timber ones. Modern 
engineering science has evolved methods of very materially reducing lire 
risk in ALL structures. ' . . . . 

It is, admitted that a timber pier is more likely to catch fire than a 
concrete one, and the increased risk is fully considered by the fire under¬ 
writers, who make their rates accordingly, such rates being MoM by 
the owners and engineers in arriving at the cost per year of life of the 
structure. . 

For timber pier construction most cities require timber fire walls 
extending below the pier deck and down to low water, bolid bridging 
should be used between striugers every third bent in order to eliminate 
“Hue action."

Absence of Harbour Fir, Prevention Regulations

istruction material and the backbone of the wealth of this province, 
being seriously discountenanced and is in a position of being dis- 
minated against, because there ia no fire boat protection.

Guericke, burgomaster of Mag¬ 
deburg. was a pioneer In electrical 
science. HU scoomplUhmenU Included 
the Invention of an air-pump with 
which he obtained a partial vacuum— 
not a high vacuum, such ss Is com¬ 
mon to-day. but still one in which the 
air content was pretty thin. One day 
in 1684 he called by appointment on 
Emperor Ferdinand in . accompanied 
by two teams of eight horse* each, with 
their drivers and various queer par¬ 
aphernalia. He showed the emperor 
two copper bowls which, when placed 
together, formed a hollow ephere. Be¬ 
tween them Von Guericke inserted a 
of leather soaked U» wax and oil.

This weakness was Induced by the 
somewhat pointed remarks appearing 
In the house organ of Standard Oil 
Hew Jersey to the effect that present 
stocks of gasoline were excessive, spe¬ 
cially as tho end of the consumption 
period was at hand. 

Later In the day. however, the presi¬ 
dent of the American Petroleum In¬ 
stitute expressed himself optimistically 
regarding the crude oil situation, stat¬ 
ing that voluntarty efforts at curtail 
ment were betterlnkirfflcial recomnpn 
stations. *7 

US. Steel common eased from a high 
of IdSfe to IN*, and dosed around 
167. 

Indian Motorcycle and Ooodyear 
both made new lows. In the rail sec¬ 
tion Chesapeake Corporation made 
new low. 

The market continued generally un¬ 
changed until about the fourth hour, 
when Vanadium broke eight points on 
reports that current earnings were 
unfavorable, although it was at the 
same time stressed that the compauy 
was in good financial condition. This 
development had a reactionary effect 
on other specialties with the result 
thst the market dosed with cases of 
net losses. 

The news of the day contained no 
striking feature, but some of the steel 
centres reported a alight pick-up !r, 
business end stress was given to the 
fact that shipments of structural steel 
continued to hold up. although It la 
acknowledged that new orders are be¬ 
hind those of a year ago. 

Advices from Detroit also reported 
that there was a growing demand for 
light commercial vehicles, which had 
encouraging Implications, aside from 
the direct effect on the automobile 
Business. 

With the breaking of the drought In 
farm sections, the bearish forces have 
•eemlngly exhausted the vulnerable 
spots In the stock market. Condldom 
are particularly favorable for accum¬ 
ulation by investors and consequently 
the market appears more apt to move 
upward than the reverse.

The chances are 
that those who are accustomed to look 
lng beneath the surface of current 
news. etc., have already seen the turn 
and are doing the most practical thing 
they know how. which la to put In 
buying orders, not from the angle 
protecting the market's low points 
much as from the desire to see them 
executed. 

"While there mar be additional per¬ 
iods of market hesitancy during ths 
new week, think it is getting alto¬ 
gether too does to the time when the 
market can really move, for you to do 
anything but use every two hour dip 
means of buying stocks.

Cutting la approximately seventy- 
five per cent complete in Manitoba, 
and some threshing has been done, 
seys ths report. In Saskatchewan sixty 
to seventy per cent of the grain has 
been cut. and threshldg will be gen¬ 
era! next week. Conditions are better 
to the north nnd worse In the drought- 
stricken south. Alberta wheat yields 
pe* acre are placed at twenty-two In 
the north, sixteen in the centre and 
fifteen m the south. 

Grades throughout the prairie, ths 
reports finds, will be generally s fair] 
average, although below tho hlgh cliar 
record established last year Increased 
v*e of combines especially In «T*as 
where straw la short, will tend to 
hasten the completion of harvesting.

Production In Canada during July. 
1990. amounted to 216,676 tons and 
shlpmenu to 806All tons, states The 
News Print Service Bureay. **tw York, 
Miller. Court ft Co. report to-day. Pro¬ 
duction in the United States was 108,- 
640 tons and shipments 109.018 Ions, 
making a total United States and Can¬ 
adian news print production of SIMM 
tons and shipments of 811.586 tons. 
During July 85.496 tone of news print 
were made la Newfoundland and 698 
tons In Mexico, ao that the total North 
American production for the month 
amounted to 944,876 tons. 

The Canadian mills produced 40.008 
tons leas in tba first seven months of 
1990 than in the first seven months of 
1930. which was a decrease of 8 per 
cent. The United States output was 
80,170 tons, or 3 per cent leas than for 
the first seven months of 1939. Pro¬ 
duction In Newfoundland was 80.684, or 
14 per oent more in the first seven 
months of 1930 than in 1989. and In 
Mexico. 3J77 tons less, making a total 
decrease of 41566 tons, or 8 per cent. 

During July the Canadian mills oper¬ 
ated at 71J per cent of rated capacity. 
United States mills at 71S per cent and 
Newfoundland mills at 1064 per oent. 
Stock of news print paper at Canadian 
mills totaled 88.836 tons at the end of 
July and at United States mUU 88.384 
Iona, making a combined total of 
88.144 tons, which was equivalent to 
4 jB days' average production. 


Queensport. N3. Aug. 85.—Pour 
weary filers from Oermany retted here 
yesterday evening at the end of a new 
air trail that took them over the peril 
oua regions of Icelend and Oraenland. 
Their Dornler Wahl flying boat, once 
used in the Northland by Amundsen, 
swooped down on the harbor at 8 ** 
pm.. Atlantic Daylight Time yester¬ 
day. The last previous stopping place 
was Cartwright. Labrador. 

Forced down by fog encountered 
during almost the entire trip from 
Greenland. Captain Wolfgang Von 
Oronau and hla three companions 
were In good condition and happy over 
the success of the hard flight. They 
snatched some sleep while waiting for 
the weather to clear. 

Captain Von Oronau was accom- 

C i>led by E. Zimmer, pilot. P. Al- 
acht, wireless operator, and E. Head, 
mechanic. 

Interviewers found the Captain and 
his companions very modest regarding 
their achievement. With the excep¬ 
tion of fog. no difficulty had been en¬ 
countered. said- the captain. 

A surprise flight from Reyjavlk. Ice¬ 
land to Ivlgtut. Oreenlsnd. was made 
by four airmen last Friday. 

NORTHERN ROUTE 
Ottawa. Aug. 33 —To Canadian avia¬ 
tion authorities, the flight of Capt. 
Wolfgang von Oronau and hts party 
teems to prove conclusively the feasi¬ 
bility of the north Atlantic air route 
' 6 one that eventually will be 
adopted between this continent sod 
Europe for regular peaMRgsr and 
freight use. At tbe present time a 
group of young British explorers la in 
the Canadian Arctic gathering data on 
this air route with the Intention some 
day of Inaugurating a regular service to 
this country. 

TO WINNVPEO 

Although the OTOnau crew struck 
south from Labrador with the intern 
tlon of making New York Its terminus. 
It to the intention of the Watkins's 
party to plot a routs Into central 
Canada. Winnipeg has been m 
tentatively as the western terminus of 
the proposed route. This would taU 
the fliers from Oreentand over the 
northern tip of Labrador, through the 
northern part of Quebec and probably 
ovar the. southern end of James Bav. 

AH the way serosa the North At¬ 
lantic from Greenland and until he 
brought his plane down on .tho quiet 
watera of Queensport Harbor. NB., Von 
Oronau waa In constant touch with 
Canadian wireless stations. 

LITTLE NEWSPAPER ATTENTION 
Berlin. Aug. 83 —The feat of Ger¬ 
mane in flying across the Atlantic, led 
by Captain Von Oronau. was but acan-, 
tlly remarked by the German preae up 
to to-day. Their arrival In Oraanland 
and Labrador was treated ss^Soondary 
news. Only to-day did two of/Vho 
morning papers report the srrlvkl of 
the fliers in Nova flfeotla with front 
page banner lines. 

All of ths newspapers have refrained 
from editorial comment on the flight. 
Oronau. who waa born February 86 . 
•ntered the navy in 1811. After 
1918 he devotfd himself exclusively to 
seaplane flying. At the end of the 
Orest War he had risen to the rank 
of first lieutenant As head of the 
army commission charged with trying 
out new seaplanes, he la credited by 
experts with many advances In German 
eeaplane oonetructlon. 

Assistant Pilot Edouard Zimmer taj 
twenty-six years old. He graduated re 
centljr from the Commercial Pilots' 
School of the Island of Sylt. of which 
Oronau la the head teacher. 9 
bails from Dramstadt.

Mr. Henderson pointed out ths diffi¬ 
culty of satisfying the political am¬ 
bitions of the Arabs and at the sa m e 
time advancing the caues of a Jewish 
national home, while carrying out 
orders of the League of Nations to 
maintain the rights of all inhabitants 
of Palestine, regardless of race and re 
ligion.

The commission. In holding the man¬

TO SAFEOl'ABD ALL 

Kaferrtng to Condition! of establish¬ 
ment of th* Jewish national homb, the 
British memorandum comment at¬ 
tached to th* report remarks that the 
commission falls to dee! with the 
"cor* of th* problem,” namely, that 
tbe mandatory power, under Instruc¬ 
tion, from the Lmgue. shell be reepon 
dbl* for safeguarding th, civil end 
religious rights or all inhabitant, of 
Fades tin*.

Tbe British Government, comment¬ 
ing on the report, consider, tbe charge 
of partial Inaction "tho more surpris¬ 
ing'' in view ot th* fact that the Man 
date* Commission, although having 
examined the mandatory's report from 
year to year, had not forstudowed In 
any way th* charge* now brought 
■gainst th* manner In which th* man¬ 
datory power had been carrying out Its 
obligations. . 

WAILING WALL 

The subject of th* Walling Wall w*e 
dealt with by the commission and by 
ths British rejoinder a* well. Quarrels 
over the Welling Well, th* commission 
report declares, "the symbolic signifi¬ 
cance or which was not evident In Ito 
full gravity to a foreign observer." gave 
rise among Inhabitants of Palestine, to 
a stats of nereousness and suppressed 
excitement likely on an early occasion 
to develop Into an outbreak of vio¬ 
lence." 

Criticizing tbe Mandate, Com mu¬ 
tton's attitude, the British declaration 
says: "Hu Mejaaty'a Government note 
that tho finding, of the Shtw Com¬ 
mission on questions of foot, such as
